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County hires maintenance supervisor

The Coffee County Commission 
in a 4-3 vote hired a new mainte- 
nance supervisor during Monday’s 
meeting. 

At times during the hiring process 
one could relate to the well-known 
comedy routine of “Who's on 
First?” by the late Bud Abbott and 
Lou Costello, 

Before the hiring of a county 
maintenance supervisor took place, 
the commission took care of a matter 
carried over from the previous meet- 
ing. 

The bids for the repairing of the 
undercarriages on two dozers were 
rejected and are to be re-bid. This 
was approved at the recommenda- 
tion of County Engineer Randy Tin- 
dell. 


Tindell noted that the repair spec- 
ifications are being reviewed and 
will be re-writteh prior to sending 
out bid requests. 

Tuming to new business, Phil 
Rugg was recognized by Commis- 
sion Chairman Tom Grimsley. He 
was on the agenda to discuss promo- 
tion procedures. Rugg is a county 
employee who works in the county's 
maintenance department. 

“T’ve been working with the 
maintenance department for a little 
over nine years,” said Rugg. “I 
would like to request to be promoted 
to maintenance supervisor in accor- 
dance with the promotion policy of 
the employee’s handbook.” 

After Rugg’s statement, Commis- 
sion Linda Westbrook made a mo- 
tion that Rugg be promoted to the 
position of maintenance supervisor. 


City BOE hears report

The Elba City School Board met 
last Thursday evening and in addi- 
tion to routine business, heard a re- 
port on a class action suit, accepted a 
resignation and hired a replacement. 
The also heard Superintendent 
Charles Pearce report that he felt the 
Students had gotten off to a great 
start with the SAT tests. 

Pearce told board members of a 
class action suit filed by two recently 
retired North Alabama school teach- 
ers. The suit claims the schools re- 
duced their retirement (and others 


like them) by paying less than 100% 
of the “salary matrix”, the issue 
which has been dominating teacher 
meetings, many board meetings and 
taking up much time in the leg- 
islature this year. 

Pearce said that if this class ac- 
tion is won by the retired teachers, 
“it will open a can of worms.” He 
gave several examples of other 
“what ifs” that could continue to 
clog the system. 

The superintendent told board 
members that Elba only has one re- 
tired teacher which could be eligible 
for any additional payments if the 


Jury awards Coffee County 
$15,000 in Ammons lawsuit

Last week, the civil jury in the 
case of Coffee County Vs Wendell 
“Buddy” Ammons returned a verdict 
favorable to the county. 

The five-man seven-woman jury 
awarded the county $15,000.00 in 
comprehensive damages. 

The lawsuit was filed against Am- 
mons in 1992 after his ex-wife, Mar- 
ilyn Ammons, plead guilty to steal- 
ing $334,527.83 from Coffee 
County. She was a bookkeeper for 
the county for 13 years. 

Late in 1991, Ms. Ammons was 
sentenced to 15 years in prison. She 
served fifteen months of the sen- 
tence and has since been released. 
She is making restitution to the 
county through monthly payments of 
$110.00. 

During the course of the trial, the 
county's attorney, Kenneth Fuller, 
contended that certain items were 
purchased with the stolen funds and 
later sold by Mr. Ammons. The 
plaintiff's attorney focused on two 
items: a bass boat and travel trailer. 


Ms. Ammons, during testimony, 
stated that Mr. Ammons did not as- 
sist her in any way in stealing the 
county funds. She also testified that 
the funds used to purchase the boat 
and travel trailer were secured 
through a bank loan. 

At the time of the incident involv- 
ing Ms. Ammons, Buddy Ammons 
was a deputy sheriff with the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department. After 
Ms. Ammons’ indictment by a Cof- 
fee County grand jury in 1991, Bud- 
dy was dismissed from the sheriff's 
department. 

When the county filed suit against 
Mr. Ammons, he filed a countersuit 
against the county. 

At the conclusion of last week’s 
trial, Circuit Judge William A, Barr 
also ruled in favor of the county by 
dismissing the countersuit. 

Ammons has the right to appeal 
the decisions made in last week's 
court action, At this time, he has not 
decided whether or not to do so, 

Ammons is presently employed 
with the Enterprise Police Depart- 
ment as an investigator,

The revenue balance on hand con- 
tinues to drop, which is normal at 
this time of year, according to Board 
Chairperson, Mrs. Myma Cowen. 
She. noted that after the fall peak in 
property tax revenues, the ending 
balances decline on a monthly basis. 

The school board meets monthly, 
usually on the Thursday evening 
nearest to the tenth of the month.

Elba police and drug task 
force make drug busts

Late last week, officers with the 
Elba Police Department and mem- 
bers of the 12th Judicial Drug Task 
Force joined together in making two 
drug busts, 

Last Thursday aflernoon, two 
Elba residents were arrested on drug 
charges. They were: Jerry Mack 
Bradshaw, 45, of Route 4, Elba and 
a juvenile, 

Bradshaw was charged with un- 
lawful possession of marijuana in 
the second degree and the juvenile 
was charged with unlawful posses- 
sion of drug paraphernalia, 

The arrests resulted in the seizure 
of a quantity of marijuana and ten 

marijuana plants valued at approxi- 
mately $20,000.00. Also several fire- 
arms were confiscated, 

Investigator Johnny Senn, an offi- 
cer with the Elba Police Department 


and a member of the drug task force, 
stated that the operation was a team 
effort. 

Several Elba police officers and 
investigators worked together in 
gathering information on the drugs 
and developing that information into 
a successful conclusion, 

In an unrelated incident, Elba po- 
lice officers and drug task force 
members arrested another Elba resi- 
dent and charged the individual with 
unlawful possession of marijuana in 
the first degree. 

In connection with the arrest, a 
large quantity of marijuana valued at 
approximately $800.00 was seized. 
At this time, the name of the individ- 
ual arrested has not been released 
due to the on-going investigation, 

Both incidents are being investi- 
gated by the Elba Police Department 
and the 12th Judicial Circuit Drug 
Task Force. 


Calf diagnosed with rabies 
in Coffee County

The diagnosis of a rabid calf in 
Coffee County prompted public 
health officials to encourage pet 
owners to be sure their dogs and cats 
are vaccinated against the fatal dis- 


ease, 

Officials also warn people not to 
approach stray animals, wildlife and 
bats 


The six-month-old Hereford calf 
was autopsied by Dr, Bill Cowart at 


the Elba Veterinary Diagnostic La- 
boratory. 

Brain tissue was subsequently 
sent for rabies ¢xamination to the Al- 
abama Department of Public 
Health's Bureau of Clinical Labora- 
tories - Dothan Division Laboratory, 
which confirmed the presence of the 
rabies virus, 

“This case serves as evidence that

Proverbs tells us that “he who fears the Lord has a secure fortress, and 
for his children it will be a refuge,” The fortress is the rooting of one’s life 
in the faithfulness of God, When everything in this world crumbles and col- 
lapses, unshakable trust in God’s goodness is the only source of peace. 

One of the most important truths we can draw from Scripture is that God 
Himself is “home;" He alone is a refuge and the place of repose for the hu- 
man soul. When life is normal, this truth can be hard to remember. Often it 
lakes tragedy, trial, and distress to shake us loose from earthly security and 


compel us to take refuge in the Lord, 


Most of us are familiar with the promises of Psalm 91, beginning with 
Verse 1: “He who dweils in the shelter of the Most High will rest in the 
shadow of the Almighty.” The psalmist enumerates the ways and means of 
God’s protection: safety from the snare, from pestilence, night terrors, and 


enemy arrows. 


The strongest statement takes the form of a conditional promise: “If you 
make the Most High your dwelling - even the Lord, who is my refuge - then 
no harm will befall you, no disaster will come near your tent. For He will 
command his angels concerning you to guard you in all your ways.”

rabies continues to spill over into do- 
mestic animals in the area,” said Dr. 
Bill Johnston, state public health vet- 
erinarian, 

“Though rabies is very common 
in wildlife in southeast Alabama, 
and in an occasional dog or cat, this 
is the first case of rabies in livestock 
in Coffee County in over 20 years.” 
Johnston said. 

According to Johnston, the dis- 
ease usually involves individual cas- 
es in livestock and is not a herd 
problem. 

Brain tissue has been forwarded 
to the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention for DNA analysis to 
determine how the calf became in- 
fected. 

Health department officials said it 
is reasonable to anticipate that a rac- 
coon rabies variant will be identified 
because of the disease’s recent histo- 
ry in the county. 

Rabies is an invariably fatal viral 
disease with no effective treatment 
once symptoms begin. Preventative 
measures have traditionally focused 
on immunizing dogs and cats to pro- 


vide a protective “buffer” between — 


wildlife rabies and people. 

The U. S. Public Health Service 
estimates that at least a 70 percent 
immunization rate is necessary to ad- 
equately produce the buffer. Coffee 
County has only been vaccinating 
about 37 percent over the past_five 
years.

Elba Power Dam back on line generating electricity

After more than 30 years, the 
Elba Dam is back on line and gener- 
ating electrical power. 

Two men’s dream is finally being 
realized and the flowing water of 
Pea River is once again turning a tur- 
bine producing electricity. 

Ben Ammons and Yosse Blenn 
have worked long and hard rebuild- 
ing what many have said could never 
be rebuilt. In the past, several others 
tried but none were successful, 

However, there was one individ- 
aul, who this writer remembers well, 
who told everyone who would listen, 
and even some who would not, that 
the Elba Dam could be made to 
work agin, That individual was Rob- 
ert “Bob” Folsom, 

It is a shame that Bob is not alive 
today to hear the hum originating 
from the Elba Dam. He would cer- 
tainly be saying. “I told you so!” 

On Wednesday afternoon, April 
9, at approximately 2:00 p.m., Am- 
mons threw the switch that put the 
power generator on line with AEC 
(Alabama Elecric Cooperative). 


The smallest of three generators 
is now in operation and is producing 
between 210 to 250 kilowatts per 
hour, Putting this in perspective, it 
takes approximately 1 kw per hour 
to supply an average size home with 
electricity, 

Ammons and Blenn certainly 
agree that the restoration of the dam 
has been, and continues to be, a 
leaming experience. 

There have been a few “minor 
bugs” to work out on the turbine, 
generator and power control panel; 
however, the generator is working 
well, 

The two men will now begin to 
focus their attention on getting the 
two larger generators into working 
condition, Each of the larger units 
will produce about twice the electri- 
cal power as the small one. 

Although Ben would not give a 
specific time frame for getting the 
large generators on-line, he hopes to 
have at least ‘one working in less 
than a year. 

“There are a lot of unknowns in 
this type work,” he said. 

Ammons purchased the dam from 


the City of Elba in 1992 for 
$125,000 and began the long, hard 
process of putting it back into work- 
ing condition, 


“You don’t just go out and pur- § 


chase parts for generators and tur- 
bines placed into operation in early 
1920,” said Ammons, 

“Tust finding a place to start was 
quite a chore,” he said. 

According to Blenn, parts and 
pieces that can't be found in salvage 
yards have to be made. 

The old power house had deterio- 
rated, paris and pieces of the old 
generators had rusted or were miss- 
ing all together, and the canal feed- 
ing the dam had filled in and had 
trees growing in it, 

Also, a lot of work has been done, 
and will be done, to the dam itself, 

Work on the dam was progressing 
well in 1994 until July when high 
water once again struck and slowed 
the work-in-progress, 

Everything that has been done, 
and will be done, to the dam has to 
meet regulations set forth by the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Commis- 
sion (FERC).

Jury finds Enterprise man 
guilty of attempted murder 


An Enterprise man has been 
found guilty of attempted murder,

was convicted of attempted murder
